"Wttsi not alio understood and 
indeed declared by i.early all the leading do fen 
ders of tbHt bill that slavery wtut ebut out from 
K»n«na by cliuiute and production. That Kan- 
sas w«« sure to be a Free State. That it was 
only tbe settlement of a great principle, tbat 
they wanted, tba democratic principle of 
Squatter Sovereignty. 


Such were the rrpresentatioas and pretens 


»es of the adminisiration when with every 
mean PI at tta cotuuiand, with tbe power of its 
inigbty patronago, by buying some, deceiving 
iome, and frightenini; other", it succeeded iu re 
pealing thoMissouri Compromise. 


The people of Kansas, going thither to find 


homes on its beautiful, salubrious find fertile 
plains—whether from the North, -South, East 
or West—were assured Ihat they should have 
tbe management of their own affaire, and by 
their own votes determine the question of Sla* 
very or Freedom. With thU understanding 
they left their old places of abode, and hasten-
